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NEWTON'S  CIVIC  CENTRE  IS 
TRIBUTE  TO  HERO  DEAD

FIFTEEN  months  ago  —  on  August  10,  1931  —  in  the  center  of 
a  barren,  ten-acre  plot  of  land,  crossed  by  a  sluggish  brook  and 
flecked  by  growths  of  scrub  trees,  weeds  and  brush,  Sinclair  Weeks, 
twentieth  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Newton  thrust  a  silver-plated  shovel 
into  the  soil.  The  ground  broken  then  has  since  been  transformed  into 
the  most  beautiful  spot  within  the  "Garden  City"  and  upon  it  has  been 
reared  a  New  City  Hall  and  War  Memorial,  one  of  the  most  imposing 
in  all  New  England,  which  is  dedicated  today  to  the  service  of  its  citizens 
and  in  the  memory  of  its  hero  dead. 

Ornate  yet  sturdy,  beautiful  yet  practical,  the  edifice  is  a  monu- 
ment to  progress.  It  is  a  compliment  to  the  men  and  women  who  envi- 
sioned it,  a  testimonial  to  those  who  for  uncounted  years  worked  to 
make  it  a  reality.  Erected  in  the  geographical  centre  of  Newton,  the 
building  is  a  tribute  to  civic  unity.  No  longer  is  any  of  the  villages 
known  as  governmental  headquarters,  for  the  new  municipal  home  is 
equally  distant  from  Chestnut  Hill  on  the  East,  Waban  on  the  West, 
Nonantum  on  the  North,  the  Highlands  on  the  South  and  all  of  the 
other  sections  within  these  compass  points. 

u  nusual  Arcliitectural  ProLlem 

Already  it  has  replaced  that  time-honored  wooden  structure  in 
West  Newton  which  first  was  used  as  a  church,  then  as  a  school,  later  as 
a  Town  Hall  and  Police  Lockup  and  which  was  vacated  ten  days  ago 
after  it  had  been  in  use  for  all  such  community  activities  for  a  continuous 
period  of  more  than  100  years.  Transition  from  the  old  to  the  new, 
however,  came  only  after  years  had  been  spent  in  many  meetings 
of  citizens.  There  were  scores  of  official  conferences  before  the  loca- 
tion was  definitely  settled.  Since  that  time  no  less  than  twenty-four 
separate  building  plans  have  been  critically  studied  by  the  Mayor's 
Committee,  Aldermanic  Committee,  and  a  board  of  prominent  architects 
who  reside  in  Newton.  The  architectural  problem  was  unusual  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  the  group  was  a  combination  of  two  buildings 
of  widely  difi'erent  functions  —  one  an  office  building;  the  other  a 
Memorial  Hall  —  which  had  to  be  expressed  both  internally  and  exter- 
nally in  the  architecture.    An  additional  complication  was  the  problem 


of  a  triangular  site  surrounded  by  three  important  streets,  to  each  of 
which  the  buildings  must  present  a  dignified  and  interesting  fac^ade.  The 
solution  was  reached  by  Allen  &  Collens,  architects,  who  prepared  the 
plans  that  were  accepted,  and  directed  the  construction  of  the  buildings. 

As  a  finished  project,  the  City  Hall  and  War  Memorial  is  of 
Colonial  and  Early  Republic  character  befitting  the  city's  historic  and 
cultural  standing.  Its  construction  is  first-class  throughout.  The  exte- 
rior shell  of  the  building  is  of  waterstruck  brick  walls,  limestone  trim, 
granite  base  and  steps  and  slate  roof.  City  officials,  architect  and  builder 
at  first  feared  that  with  the  money  available  it  would  be  impossible  to 
construct  the  type  of  building  selected  using  the  quality  of  materials 
desired,  but  when  bids  were  opened  the  low  costs  prevailing  gave  assur- 
ance that  the  best  materials  could  be  used  all  of  which  adds  not  only  to 
the  beauty  of  the  structure  but  also  to  its  solidity  and  permanence  and 
will  make  for  low  maintenance  cost. 


Beautiful  Al.arLle  Foyer 

A  striking  example  of  the  opportunity  which  the  city  has  had  to 
purchase  materials  at  low  cost  are  the  wood  floors  which  were  origi- 
nally contracted  for  in  plain  white  oak  and  which  the  architects  were  able 
to  change  to  Burma  teak-wood,  the  most  durable  floor  wood,  without 
any  additional  cost. 

The  main  entrance  to  City  Hall  faces  Walnut  street  and  is  flanked 
by  two  projecting  wings.  Automobile  driveways  lead  to  the  Walnut  street 
court  around  an  ornamental  fountain  from  Commonwealth  avenue  and 
Homer  streets.  Small  walks  converge  toward  this  main  entrance  from 
the  intersection  of  Commonwealth  avenue  and  Walnut  street  and  also 
from  the  intersection  of  Homer  and  Walnut  streets  across  rustic  bridges 
which  span  a  series  of  three  reflecting  pools.  Entering  the  main  door- 
way through  a  Colonial  free  standing  portico,  persons  arrive  in  the  large 
oval  foyer  which  for  reasons  of  appearance  as  well  as  practicability  has 
been  finished  in  plain  American  marble.  This  foyer  gives  access  to  all 
public  offices  and  there  is  located  an  information  desk,  telephone  service 
and  public  waiting  space.  In  the  center  of  this  entrance  room  on  the 
floor  is  the  seal  of  the  City  of  Newton  done  in  terrazzo  and  bronze. 

Broad  corridors  lead  directly  to  the  rear  and  to  both  sides  oi  the 
building  and  off"  of  these  halls  on  the  main  floor  are  located  the  offices  of 
the  City  Clerk,  Street  Department,  Engineering  Department  and  Water 
Department  to  the  left,  and  Assessors,  Collector  and  Treasurer,  Account- 
ing and  the  new  general  billing  and  bookkeeping  department  to  the  right. 
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Like  InJepenJence  Hall 

Ornamental  wrought  iron  staircases  with  marble  steps  lead  from 
this  central  rotunda  to  the  second  floor.  In  the  rear,  main  portion  of 
this  floor  is  located  the  Aldermanic  Chamber,  the  central  room  of  the 
City  Hall.  The  general  form  of  this  room  is  an  elongated  square  with  a 
coffered  Colonial  ceiling  and  its  general  character  together  with  the  scale 
of  the  fluted  columns,  pilasters  and  cornices  suggest  historic  Independ- 
ence Hall  in  Philadelphia.  The  aldermanic  desks,  presicient's  rostrum, 
clerk's  desk,  press  table  and  rail  in  this  hall  are  constructed  in  American 
walnut. 

Adjacent  to  the  Aldermanic  Chamber  are  retiring  rooms,  commit- 
tee rooms,  public  hearing  rooms  and  lounges.  Directly  across  the  hall 
in  the  front  part  of  the  second  floor  and  above  the  main  entrance,  the 
Executive  Suite  is  located.  It  is  finished  in  country  pine  which  has  been 
burned  with  acids  to  the  natural  color  of  old  wood.  This  suite  consists 
of  a  large  conference  room,  public  ante-room,  stenographers'  room, 
private  secretary's  office  and  Executive  Chamber.  The  Mayor's  office 
is  paneled  in  this  specially  treated  country  pine  with  Colonial  cove 
ceiling.  A  large  fireplace  is  topped  by  a  decorative  map  of  Newton, 
rather  artistically  created  by  John  Lavalle,  noted  Boston  painter. 

Movatle  Office  Walls 

The  Welfare  and  Health  Departments,  the  Law  Department, 
offices  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Building  Department,  Play- 
ground Department  and  City  Messenger  also  have  offices  on  this  floor. 
In  these  offices,  as  in  other  departmental  offices,  all  architectural  detail 
and  wood  trim  have  been  eliminated  in  order  to  reduce  to  a  minimum 
maintenance  costs.  Dividing  partitions  are  in  nearly  all  cases  of 
enameled  steel  and  glass  which  can  readily  be  relocated  shoulci  office 
re-arrangements  require  or  demand  change.  Flooring  in  all  of  the  general 
offices  are  of  asphalt-asbestos  composition  tile,  which  is  easily  cleaned 
and  repaired.  Moreover,  modern  practice  has  been  foUoweci  in  the  use  of 
steel  furniture  wherever  new  furniture  has  been  purchased. 

Approaching  the  group  from  the  West,  at  the  apex  of  the  triangle, 
persons  face  the  monumental  entrance  portico  to  Memorial  Hall.  The 
architect  has  succeeded  in  giving  this  memorial  portion  a  character 
that  is  distinct  from  the  City  Hall.  The  sombre,  substantial  portico 
with  its  great  granite  staircase  flanked  by  masses  of  evergreens  is  the 
first  sight  which  visitors  will  see  when  passing  along  Commonwealth 
avenue  Boston-bound  from  the  West.  Above  that  portico  is  an  inter- 
esting pediment  group. 
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Symbolic  Pediment  Group 

Directly  above  the  columns  before  the  entrance  to  the  War 
Memorial  is  this  Pediment  group,  symbolical  of  "Patriotism"  and 
"History"  and  the  "Spirit  of  Sacrifice."  The  motif  for  this  group  was 
worked  out  by  Mr.  Charles  Collens  and  the  general  character  of  the 
modeling  is  in  the  spirit  of  Wedgwood,  which  coincides  with  the  archi- 
tecture of  the  building. 

The  central  figure  symbolizes  "History."  The  figure  holds  in  its 
hands  a  scroll  which  starts  on  one  side  of  the  group  and  finishes  on  the 
other.  On  either  side  of  the  central  figure  are  two  pylons  on  which 
are  inscribed  the  names  of  the  great  battles  in  the  various  wars  in 
which  Newton  men  have  taken  part.  On  the  left  hand  side  of  the 
group  is  a  figure  of  "Patriotism"  —  a  youth,  wrapped  in  the  American 
flag  anci  holding  a  sword  in  his  hand,  inspired  by  the  spirit  of  Patriot- 
ism. At  his  feet  are  grouped  various  warlike  symbols.  On  the  other 
side  is  the  "Spirit  of  Sacrifice,"  a  shrouded  female  figure  among  the 
crosses  of  the  deaci. 


Dignified  M  enioria  1  Hall 

Mounting  the  steps  between  the  tall  columns  one  passes  through 
massive  doorways  to  the  paneled  Colonial  foyer  and  into  Memorial  Hall. 
Here  is  a  room  of  great  dignity,  austerity  and  simplicity  although  follow- 
ing Colonial  traditions  in  every  respect.  This  hall  is  flanked  on  both 
sides  by  a  dignified  Ionic  colonnade  whose  cornice  carries  a  light  cerulean 
blue,  barrel-vaulted  ceiling.  At  night  the  hall  is  flooded  with  soft  light 
from  unseen  forces  which  illuminates  this  vault  disclosing  gold  stars 
high  above  the  semi-circular  apse  where  stands  the  speaker's  rostrum.  A 
marble  floor  of  a  quiet  Napoleon  gray  keys  in  with  the  color  scheme  of 
the  room.  The  aisles  behind  the  colonnades  are  lighted  by  specially 
designed  chandeliers  whose  decorative  elements  are  based  on  patriotic 
and  military  symbols.  This  hall,  primarily  for  gatherings  of  veteran 
and  patriotic  organizations,  may  also  be  useci  for  public  gatherings  by 
social,  fraternal  or  civic  groups. 

At  the  ground  floor  level,  below  Memorial  Hall,  are  ample 
accommodations  for  the  offices  of  veteran  organizations,  retiring  rooms 
and  coat  rooms,  a  most  interesting  War  Museum  wherein  are  located 
action  models  and  selected  war  trophies,  a  Hall  of  Flags  in  which  is 
contained  the  true  memorial  —  the  registry  of  the  Newton  dead 
heroes  who  died  in  the  service  of  our  country  in  all  of  our  nation's  wars 
since  the  struggle  for  independence.  To  these  interesting  anci  historic 
shrines  entrance  from  the  upper  Memorial  Hal!  is  attained  by  passing 
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through  the  right  front  doorway  and  descending  by  the  most  beautiful 
staircase  of  the  entire  structure  —  a  picturesque  balustrade  of  wood  and 
white  marble. 

Perhaps  from  a  visitors'  viewpoint  there  is  the  greatest  of  interest 
in  the  War  Museum,  which  is  located  at  the  base  of  this  staircase,  for  in 
no  part  of  the  entire  United  States  are  there  any  action  models  which 
compare  with  the  four  realistic  and  spirited  miniature  models  of  scenes 
from  America's  past  wars  which  are  placed  there  in  deep  recesses  of  the 
walls  flanked  by  trophy  cases  which  tie  in  with  the  models  by  displaying 
relics  of  the  scenes  they  depict. 

Tlie  W^ar  M.useum 

Into  the  creation  of  these  four  battle  scenes  has  gone,  not  only  a 
year's  artistic  effort,  but  also  painstaking  research  which  included  the 
close  study  of  records  in  the  libraries  of  Boston  and  New  York,  and  in 
the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  Departments  in  Washington.  In  addition,  it 
included  a  study  of  the  Constitution  herself  and  visits  to  the  historic 
sites  of  Valley  Forge  and  Gettysburg. 

A  camp  scene  during  the  hard-bitter  days  at  Valley  Forge  when 
Washington  and  his  ragged  army  of  patriots  were  interned  there  is  faith- 
fully portrayed  in  the  first  scene.  In  the  foreground  can  be  seen  the 
tall,  erect  figure  of  the  Commanding  General  himself,  accompanied  by 
his  great  drill-master,  General  Von  Steuben,  and  by  the  dashing  and 
romantic  General  "Mad  Anthony"  Wayne.  The  three  are  walking 
slowly  through  one  of  the  company  streets  in  Wayne's  section  of  the 
encampment  while  a  platoon  of  his  Pennsylvanians  has  been  hastily 
drawn  up  to  attention  as  they  pass. 

Old  Ironsides     in  Action 

The  second  group  represents  the  quarter  deck  of  the  frigate 
Constitution^  famous  as  Old  Ironsides  during  her  historic  fight 
with  the  Guerriere.  A  broadside  has  just  been  fired,  and  the  gun  crews 
are  furiously  engaged  in  their  various  duties,  and  in  servicing  the 
cannonades  for  another  volley.  Captain  Isaac  Hull,  the  commander, 
and  one  of  the  country's  great  naval  heroes,  stands  in  the  center  of  the 
scene,  giving  an  order  to  one  of  his  midshipmen.  Near  the  wheel  is  the 
master,  the  officer  in  charge  of  navigation.  A  wounded  marine  sharp- 
shooter is  being  carefully  lowered  from  the  main  top.  "Powder-monkeys" 
are  getting  fresh  supplies  from  the  hole  in  the  deck. 

The  third  set  shows  "The  High  Tide  of  the  Confederacy"  or  the 
farthest  northern  point  to  which  the  grey  clad  Southerners  penetrated 
during  the  Civil  War.    It  was  the  point  reached  by  the  desperate,  glorious 


charge  of  Pickett's  division  during  the  third  day  of  Gettysburg,  the  point 
where  it  was  stopped  dead  and  flung  back  by  the  courageous  and  stub- 
born resistance  of  the  Union  Army.  In  the  foreground  is  the  left  gun 
of  Cushing's  battery  with  the  artillerymen  hastily  abandoning  their 
posts  to  join  the  infantry  in  the  furious  hand-to-hand  conflict.  The 
Confederate  General  Armistead  is  shown  collapsing,  mortally  wounded, 
on  the  stone  wall. 

Somewliere  ver  TI  lere 
The  fourth  of  the  series  of  model  groups  is  titled  "Somewhere  in 
France,"  and  depicts  a  typical  battle  scene  of  the  World  War,  not  any 
specific  or  actual  incident.  A  French  farm,  almost  demolished  by  shell 
fire,  organized  for  defense  by  the  Germans,  is  being  carried  by  storm  by 
Yankee  doughboys.  The  battered  building,  the  tumbled  in  trenches, 
the  machine  gun  emplacements  —  all  are  startlingly  reminiscent  of  scenes 
all  along  the  Western  front.  So  are  the  grey-green  figures  of  the  enemy, 
holding  out  to  the  bitter  end  in  the  face  of  that  on-rushing  wave  of  men 
in  olive  drab. 

In  the  construction  of  these  four  models,  the  figures  were  made 
of  a  special  composition,  of  which  beeswax  is  the  base.  They  were  all 
modelled  individually  so  that  none  of  the  200  odd  figures  are  identical, 
either  in  posture,  figure  or  face.  Each  was  carefully  painted  with  specially 
prepared  oil  paint.  The  weapons  and  equipment  were  all  made  to  scale 
from  actual  relics  of  the  periods  represented. 

The  miniature  models  were  designed  and  executed  by  Samuel  J. 
Guernsey,  Assistant  Curator  of  Archeology  at  the  Peabody  Mviseum, 
Harvard  University,  and  Theodore  B.  Pitman,  in  their  studio  in  Harvard 
Square,  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Honor  to  Hero  Dead 

Beyond  the  museum  is  the  Hall  of  Flags.  There  on  a  pedestal  of 
Sienna  marble,  recalling  the  famous  Civil  War  main  staircase  which 
adorns  the  Boston  Public  Library,  is  the  registry  of  the  dead.  It  is  in 
the  form  of  a  great  bronze  book,  the  pages  of  which  are  of  a  specially 
cast  copper,  plated  in  gold.  Here  is  preserved  for  historical  record  the 
names  and  the  portraits  of  Newton's  heroes.  Here  is  the  city's  tribute 
to  those  who  died  fighting  for  independence,  who  gave  up  their  lives 
and  fortunes  struggling  to  preserve  the  Union,  and  who  left  homes  ami 
families  to  journey  fearlessly  across  the  vast  eastern  ocean  and  there 
sacrificed  their  lives  on  foreign  soil  in  the  most  devastating  war  the 
World  has  ever  known  in  order  that  liberty  as  we  enjoy  it  might  be 
established  universally.
